October elections 
expected in U.K. 

LONDON, June 15 (R>. — Britain today expected a general 
election in October after its minority Labour government only 
just scraped through a tense confidence vote in parliament. 

Opinion polls showed the Labour Party and the opposition 
Conservatives running neck to neck, with 45.5 per cent for each. 

Last night’s confidence vote demonstrated that Prime 
Minister James Callaghan's government cannot hope to survive 
in parliament for another 16 months until it mandate expires 
next year. It survived the vote on its economic policy, by 287 
votes to 282, after Mr. Callaghan had threatened to dissolve 
parliament and precipitate a general election next month if he 
was defeated. 

The small Liberal Party is committed to support the gove- 
rnment on confidence issues under a pact which expires when 
the present session of parliament ends next month. But the 13 
Liberal members of parliament, who feel they have been 
handled roughly by Chancellor of the Exchequer (Finance 
Minister) Denis Healey, allowed the government to survive last 
night by merely abstaining in the confidence vote. The Libe- 
rals have already announced they will not renew the unique 
pact with Labour which they entered with the declared aim of 
helping the government to tackle the nation’s economic woes. 

Politicians said last night's parliamentary arithmetic made 
the expected October election almost certain. 


Rightists turn back 
U.N. troops trying to 
deploy in S. Lebanon 

BEIRUT, June 15 (R).— Rightist militias turned back United Nations troops who tried 
to enter an area under their control in southern Lebanon today, informed sources said. 
The sources gave no details, but said there seemed to be no immediate prospect of the 
UJV. peace-keeping force (UNIFIL) deploying in the volatile border region. 


The leaders of three rightist 
militias told Israeli-based repor- 
ters at the border yesterday 
that their men would fight any 
U.N. troops who tried to take 
over their positions.

Troubles north 
and south 


The events in Lebanon during the past week do not 
lend much weight to the old argument that, with time, 
everything works itself out in fine Phoenician form. 
Rather, it would probably be more accurate to say 
that with time everything in Lebanon will end up with 
a bullet through its heart. The latest act of savagery 
that resulted in the death of Tony Franjieh and his 
family and supporters would be enough to turn any 
country into one big state of emergency. But in Leba- 
non, one’s sensibilities have been so shocked during 
the past three years that it becomes almost impossible 
for any single act of madness to stand out from the 
general madness that reigns there. 

The fact that Israel’s occupation army has with- 
drawn from the south and turned over its positions to 
the rag-tag forces of Major Haddad, while events in 
the north of Lebanon are so disquieting, is a bad sign, 
but another bad sign among the enormity of Leba- 
non’s difficulties seems somehow, and sadly, unim- 
portant. 

The general lack of security that prevails 
throughout all of Lebanon is a fact of life in the 
current circumstances, and it is unrealistic to expect 
any major political developments while there is no 
central authority in the country capable of enforcing a 
minimal degree of security. That job is partly done by 
the Lebanese army, the Arab peace -keepers, the 
U.N. -peace -keepers and the various factional armies 
under the command of Lebanese politicians. They are 
all collectively a sign of Lebanon’s spirited law- 
lessness, and they all dramatise that no combination 
of foreign peace-makers can make peace as well as an 
indigenous Lebanese army under the control of a 
Lebanese leadership that has the kind of real author- 
ity that stems only from legitimacy. That legitimate 
authority is still lacking, and the purely domestic 
tragedy of northern Lebanon this week is probably 
more a cause of this than a symptom.

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Jordan Meteorological Department updates techniques to improve forecasts

AMMAN, June 15 — The 
Jordan Meteorological Depart- 
ment has a forecasting accura- 
cy of about 80 to 85 per cent, 
according to the department’s 
Director Genera!, A. L Aban- 
dah. 

In a recent interview Mr. 
Abandah told the Jordan Tun- 
es that <me of the difficulties 
in accurate reporting in Am- 
man is the vast diversity in 
conditions in the area from 
the airport to Shmeisani. 

“In fire brief weather report 
given each day we have to 
give an accurate forecast for 
the entire Amman area. But we- 
ather conditions on Jabal Am- 
man can differ widely from 
Shmeisani," be noted. 

An example of the diversity 
in weather is one day when 
550 ml of rain fell at the uni- 
versity while only 200 ml. fell 
at the airport. 

On occasion people have cri- 
ticised the weather station for 
reporting scattered showers in 
Amman when none appeared in 
their area. “But we would have 
to make a forecast for every 
valley and mountain to be to- 
tally accurate." Mr. Abandah 
said. 

A good proverb for weather 
forecasters, Mr. Abandah said 
is : 

If you hit nobody remembers, 

If you miss nobody forgives. 

Nevertheless, the Jordan we- 
ather department has a stand- 
ard of forecasting equal to 
that of most of Europe, he said. 

Jordan’s weather station was 
started as a division attached 
to the Civil Aviation Depart- 
ment at Jerusalem airport in 
1952 and Amman airport in 
1954. The weather station was 
then engaged in forecasting we- 
ather for aeronautical purpos- 
es. 


PRECIPITATION (mmj 
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It became an independent de- 
partment in 1963 attached to 
the Minis try of Transport. In 
June 1967 the Jerusalem sta- 
tion fell under Israeli control. 

The department developed 
rather quickly from its initial 
small team to about 260 emp- 
loyees at present 

The department at the mo- 
ment has one main synoptic 
station, one upper air station, 
eight a grom etiological stations 
and 30 climalogical stations. 

Financing comes from the 
government and ail workers are 
government employees. 

Main services 

The main function of the weat- 
her department is weather obser- 
vation, forecasting and docu- 
mentation for civil and military 
aviation. There are three fore- 
casting offices at Amman air- 
port for civil aviation purpos- 
es, one at Mafrak and one at 
H-5 for military purposes. 

A second service the station 
performs is to study the wea- 
ther for agricultural purposes. 
This includes analysing and re- 
porting the effect of the wea- 
ther and climate upon the pla- 
nting of crops. The weather de- 
partment cooperates with the 
Ministry of Agriculture in this 
field. 

A third function is to supply 
weather forecasts and warn- 
ings to the general public. The 
station issues a forecast to the 
newspapers and television once 
daily and four times daily to 
the radio. In times of severe we- 
ather conditions a warning is 
issued to the Civil Defence De- 
partment. 

The fourth service is to give 
advise and answer inquiries ab- 
out the weather and climate for 
engineering construction, town 
planning, factory planning and 
tourism. The department also 
answers personal inquiries. But 
advising is done on an irregular 
basis according to the need. 
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Map showing mean annual rainfall from Irbid to Aqaba and 
incfuding part of the West Bank and the eastern deserts Pf 
Jordan. 


Staff and brain drain 

The department boasts an en- 
tirely Jordanian staff. At the 
beginning the department had 
foreign Worid Meteorological 
Organisation (WMO) experts 
involved in the operation to 
help raise the standard to that 
required by the WMO. But sin- 
ce then the department has 
maintained the operation on its 
own. 

The WMO is an internation- 
al organisation which links we- 
ather stations around the wor- 
ld and maintains world stand- 
ards by requiring a relatively 
high standard for membership. 

For training new recruits the 
department has a training cen- 
tre located in the main station 
at the airport High school gra- 
duates are eligible to train as 
weather observers and univer- 
sity graduates for weather for- 
ecasters according to WMO st- 
andards. 

A six-month training prog- 
ramme is required for all new 
personnel to become weather 
observers. However, a weath- 
er observer must conclude a 
further nine months of training 
to qualify as a forcaster. 

Asked if the department en- 
countered any major problems, 
Mr. Abandah noted that staff- 
ing was file biggest problem. 
“It is difficult to find people 
willing to work in remote sta- 
tions. 

Another problem has been 
the increasing brain drain of 
workers leaving the depart- 
ment to take jobs either inside 
or outside Jordan. This has had 
a very drastic effect on the de- 
partment. People have left fr- 
om all areas of the work; fore- 
casters, observers and techni- 
cians. 

As a matter of fact the for- 
mer director general left and 
is now the project manager 
for WMO in North Yemen. 

“The department has been a 
big exporter of qualified staff 
over the past few years. Ma- 
ny of the weather bureau staff 
in Kuwait are former employe- 
es.” Mr. Abandah said. 

According to his record, 24 
forecasters and 24 technical as- 
istants trained here and are 
now in the Gulf. 

Another problem facing the 
department is the extended pe- 
riod it takes to become a fore- 
caster. A forecaster needs at 
least three years. Once gradu- 
ated from a university, it is 
necessary to take a six-month 
course to become an observer 
and another nine-month course 
to become forecaster followed 
by a period of on-the-job tra- 
ining. This is not attractive to 
many people. 

At the moment the depart- 
ment has a team of 20 fore- 
casters all with degrees in 
physics and mathematics. 

The department is now wor- 
king on plans to train foreign- 
ers in forecasting. North Yem- 
en has expressed interest in 
having seven of its people take 
the nine-month course. 

The training centre last mo- 
nth graduating 17 students as 
weather observers. 

Instrum enta tion 

The weather station aquires 
its information from four types 
of instruments; traditional, me- 
chanical, electrical and tele- 
communications equipment. 

The traditional and mecha- 
nical equipment indudes the 
thermograph for recording te- 
mperature, ' * the anemograph 
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This equipment is used for receiving satellite photos of cloud 
formations. 


for recording wind velocity, 
the hygrograph for recording 
humidity and the barometre for 
measuring air pressure. 

Electrical equipment is also 
used for measuring tempera- 
ture, wind velocity, humidity 
and air pressure. Remote elec- 
trical sensors are used in me- 
asuring visibility and cloud ba- 
se. 

The department has a tele- 
communications system to col- 
lect, receive and transmit in- 
formation. The station is linked 
to its sub-stations around Jor- 
dan by a tranceiver network. 
Jordan is linked to the world- 
wide WMO network by tele- 
printers. facsimile, transmitters 
and teleprinters. 

The station makes use of an 
artificial satellite to get daily 
photographs of the distribution 
of clouds and frontal systems. 
The department started using 
the satellite photo system in 
1973. Mr. Abandah said the 
department appliesd for the 
new APT (automatic picture 
transmitter) system in 1977 
and expect it at any moment 
The new satellite and photo 
transmitter system are Ameri- 
can supplied. The present sys- 
tem provides nine photos each 
day. But the new system will 
give a photo every six minutes, 
making weather analysis eas- 
ier. Also the photos from the 
new APT system are more 
detailed and dearer. 

Mr. Abandah said the den- 
sity of weather stations ha Jor- 
dan is sufficient for the WMO 
requirement. Each year the 
number and quality of stations 


is reviewed for modification. 
In the southeast, in the desert 
where manned stations are dif- 
ficult, provisions are being 
made to* install automatic re- 
cording stations like those com- 
monly used in the remote polar 
regions. 

The standard of equipment 
used in Jordan is almost the 
same as that in any developed 
or developing country apart 
from those using computers 
in forcasting. But Mr. Aban- 
dah noted that there is a chan- 
ce the department might be 
able to get a modest computer. 

Computer forecasting how- 
ever is only 50 to 80 per cent 
accurate while forecasting by 
an experienced man can be up 
to 85 or 90 per cent accurate. 

“The standard of forecasting 
depends on the qualifications 
and experience of the fore- 
caster. Computer forecasting is 
less accurate than human fore- 
casting." “Mr. Abandah said. 
The best forecaster is some- 
one who has experience in a 
particular area for a long time 
who knows the ideosyncrades 
of the region. The computer 
can only be as accurate find 
effective as the forecaster who 
uses it and the quality of the 
information it is fed. 

Jordan’s weather 

In general there is a big 
fluctuation in the amount of 
rainfall from year to year. But 
in the last ten years the amount 
of rainfall has been decreasing, 
with the exception of 1973 
which was wen above normal.

The average animal rainfall in 
Jordan is 300 mL But the ave- 
rage can fluctuate from 120 ml. 
in a bad year to 460 mL in a 
good year. 

The temperature in the last 
ten years has also been de- 
creasing although it bad been 
increasing after the 1940's. 

Mr. Abandah attributes the 
temperature Increase after the 
1940’s to an increase of car- 
bon dioxide in the air due to 
the increased burning of fuels. 
The temperature decrease in 
this decade be attributes to the 
increase of aerosols in the air. 

The meteorological depart- 
ment has one air pollution sta- 
tion in' Shobak. Air pollution, 
Mr. Abandah says, is not a re- 


al problem in Jordan, in gene- 
ral, except in Amman where at 
certain periods during the win- 
ter the combined effect of the 
heating, cars* gm^lT factories 
and big factories such as the 
cement factory, phosphate fac- 
tory and the refinery raise the 
pollution level. 

The pollution level is espe- 
cially high in tiie valleys in 
Amman where the smokes ac- 
cumulate with a higher con- 
centration. 

Mir. Abande believes the le- 
vel of pollution is bound to In- 
crease with tile increase in in- 
dustrialisation. 

In his three years at the 
Meteorological Department Mr. 
Abandah has developed a for- 


mula for forecasting seasonal 
rainfall in Jordan. The formula, 
based on 25 years of records 
from eight stations represent- 
ing different parts of Jordan, 
forcasts at the beginning of 
November the rainfall to be 
expected before April The for- 
mula is of particular interest 
for Jordanian agriculture as it 
gives farmers an acurate look 
at what amount of rain to ex- 
pect and how much to plant 

The formula is based an an 
analysis of a number of fac- 
tors in the Mediterranean re- 
gion over the month of October. 

Mr. Abandah presented the 
formula rad his study at the 
National Water Symposium he- 
ld in Amman in March 1978. 
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Mr. Abandah takes a

Arab oil company will 
to $40 million in two 


NEW YORK, June 15 
(AP). — The New York City 
areas of Harlem and the 
South Bronx share a high 
unemployment rate that has 
attracted the attention of an 
Arab oil company that says 
it needs workers. 

Prudential International 
Commodites, Inc., based in 
Beirut, Lebanon, said yester- 
day it was here looking for 
workers for construction 
projects in the Middle East 
and also hoped to start new 
business ventures in the Un- 
ited States. 

The company announced at 
a news conference in Harlem 
that it would invest up to 
$40 million in new businesses 
in Harlem and the South 
Bronx, areas populated most- 
ly by Blacks and Puerto Ric- 
ans. 

Roy Inns, National Director 
of the Congress of Racial 
Equality, said Prudential’s 
venture was sought and wel- 
comed by the Black commu- 
nity and the capital would be 
put to work quickly without 
the timidity or red tape of 


American, private and public 
enterprises. 

Sheik Hamzi Bedria, Pru- 
dential Board Chairman and 
Chief Executive Officer, said 
his company wanted to hire 
immediately 10,000 to 12,000 
Skilled and semiskilled lab- 
orers, such as carpenters and 
other construction workers. 
They would be hired cm a 
contract basis to work in the 
Mideast where the manpower 
does not exist, he said. 

.He said Prudential also 
was looking into the possi- 
bility of operating food-cann- 
ing businesses in New York 
City and establishing “profit- 
making” housing in the city’s 
poor areas, both through re- 
habilitation and new constru- 
ction. 

Prudential will contract 
with GORE - - the Congress 
of Racial Equality -- and 
Dennison Management, a co- 
mmunity-based development 
and public relations organis- 
ation, to operate the Harlem 
and South Bronx projects.

Venezuela has oil reserves for 100 years 
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CARACAS, Venezuela June 15* 
(AP)-— The head of the state oil 
monoply said yesterday that Ven- 
ezuela has enough proven and 
potential reserves to continue 
producing 2.2 million barrels a 
day for 100 years. 

Rafael Alfonzo Ravard, Pres- 
ident of Petroleos de Venezuela, 
told a convention of businessmen 
proven reserves of 18 billion bar- 
rels could be increased to 30 bil- 
lion barrels in the country’s trad- 


itional fields, which have been 
producing since the turn of the 
century. New areas under 
development offer a potential 
conservatively estimated at 30 bil- 
lion barrels, he added. 

The minister stressed that this 
estimate of proven and potential 
reserves of around 60 billion bar- 
rels did not include the Orinoco oil 
belt. The belt, which runs along 
the northern bank of the Orinoco 
River in southeastern Venezuela, 


is believed to hold a potential of 
close to 70 billion barrels of 
recoverable, tarlike oil. 


He said oil operations in Ven- 
ezuela, in state hands since 1976, 
face increasingly greater costs. He 
cited world inflation, deeper dril- 
ling. offshore exploration and 
development of technologies to 
produce and process heavy 
crudes. 


Three-day anti-pollution 
conference is attended by 
22 Mediterranean cities 


RIMINI. Italy. June 15 (AP) - 
Delegates and Experts from 22 
seaside Mediterranean cities 
opened a three-day conference 
here yesterday to discuss anti- 
pollution plans to prevent* handing 
over to the nixt generation a sea 
turned into a sewer.” as a report 
said.

Mr. Guyot said sewage waters 
discharged into the Mediterranean 
were estimated to reach a total of 


37 billion cubic meters by year 2000 
and that an estimated 14 billion 
dollars would be needed to process 
all this sewage water. 

But he added money remained a 
major problem with the current 
economic troubles of most coun- 
tries and rides in the area slowing 
down or cutting into allocations for 
extensive anti-pollurion projects.

— South African Prime Minis- 
ter John Vorster today announced that he was disbanding the government’s 
Information Department, which has been under attack by opposition politi- 
cians and press over its secret activities. 


Mr. Vorster told parliament 
that the man at the centre of 
the controversy. Information 
Secretary Eschel Rhoodie, wo- 
uld retire at the end of the 
month. 

The prime minister's state- 
ment follows publication of a 
Parliamentary committee re- 
port criticising Dr. Rhoodie for 
ignoring administrative regula- 
tions and for using funds “not 
in all cases to the best advan- 
tage of the state.** 

The Information Departme- 
nt’s overt activities would 
be taken over by a “bureau for 
national and international com- 
munication'’, the prime minis- 
ter said. 

Its secret projects would be 
evaluated by General Hendrik 
Van Den bergh, head of the 
Bureau for State Security 
“boss” -- who would decide 
which should be continued and 
under which government de- 
partments. 

The Parliamentary commit- 
tee investigated the department 
after a series of allegations in 
newspapers of misuse of money 


and of secret trips overseas by 
Dr. Rhoodie and by his broth- 
er, Deneys Rhoodie, Chief 
Director of Information until 
his retirement was announced 
last month at the heigh of the 
press campaign. 

Mr. Vorster told Parliament 
today that Eschel Rhoodle’s 
retirement from the top post 
in the department was at his 
own request But he said Dr. 
Rhoodie might be retained on a 
contract basis to help with the 
evaluation of the secret pro- 
jects. 

Dr. Rhoodie admitted in a 
public statement Last month 
that his department had been 
using secret funds to counter 
propaganda against South 
Africa. 

Soon afterwards Mr. Vors-' 
ter accepted full responsibility 

for the allocation of the funds. 
The prime minister was also 
angry at the campaign against 
the department. 

The nature of the depart- 
ment's secret dealings has ne- 
ver been officially revealed, th- 


ough one allegation in news- 
papers was that it provided fu- 
nds for American Congression- 
al lobbyists. 

It was also accused of pay- 
ing for trips for top officials 
through a private travel agency, 
contrary to public service re- 
gulations, and overpaying pub- 
lishers.

LONDON, (F.T.). — Retired 
experts who still enjoy work 
are urgently wanted. The nor- 
thern part of Cyprus control- 
led by the Turks is so sbort of 
qualified and experienced pe- 
ople that the Minister of In- 
dustry and Public Enterprises, 
Mr. Tansel Fikri, is offering ex- 
tended “working holidays" to 
active older people to try and 
fill the gap. 

Mr. Fikri, a former university 
economics lecturer in England, 
believes that management 
skills, even if acquired in very 
different circumstances, can 
be applied to the problems of 
his part of the island. “We ne- 
ed people with the sort of skil- 
ls suitable for operating light 
industries, general manage- 
ment and financial control and 
in the tourist industry.” 

The rewards? Not much pay 
apparently, but “we could give 
them an excellent flat in be- 
autiful surroundings, sunshine 
all year round, and generally 
good living conditions and the 
chance to help develop this 
small nation.” 

Since 1974 

The small nation consists of 
about 120,000 Turkish Cypriots 
who have occupied the north- 
ern sector of the island since 
the Turkish army arrived in 
1974 after an attempted coup 
and massacres of civilians. The 
Greek Cypriots and Turkish 
Cypriots continue to argue ab- 
out whose fault it all was, but 
with the Turkish army holding 
the line between them at least 
one thing does seem certain 
In the divided island - -it will 
stay divided. 

From the point of view of 
a retired person thinking of 
spending an extended working 
holiday in the Turkish sector 
there is certainly a good range 
of problems to be tackled, eit- 
her challenging or frustrating, 
depending cm how one chooses 
to view them. 

For a long time, between 
1963 and 1974, the Turkish, Cy- 
priots lived in enclaves in the 
Greek-controlled island where, 
says Mr. Fikri, “they lost their 
entrepreneurial ability and oth- 
er skills and lived as a con-

sumer society,” supported by 
grants from the Turkish main- 
land. 

This means that they lack 
experience in such things as 
handling their own essential 
imports, for example, and the- 
re are often shortages of th- 
ings like motor-car spares, wh- 
ich have to be bought surrep- 
titiously from the Greek side, 
often at inflated prices. 

Problems 

In the field erf agriculture, 
the Turks traditionally owned 
many vineyards when they 
lived in the southern part of 
the island, but when they 
were displaced to the north 
they found themselves with cit- 
rus orchards instead, and some 
tobacco as well, requiring en- 
tirely different skills which are 
not acquired overnight 

The rate of inflation has been 
running between 25 and 30 per 
cent -- much higher than the 
Greek side of the island though 
lower than Turkey. Turkish so- 
ldiers are to be seen every- 
where. There are said to be 
about 18,000 of them on the 
island at present and they are 
likely to remain as' a garrison 
indefinitely, though probably in 
declining numbers.. They pro- 
vide quite important revenue 
and even more important se- 
curity. After the Il-year ex- 
perience of being cooped up in 
enclaves -- "I did not see the 
sea for six years, except from 
a mountain-top,” said one man 
-- followed by the massacres 
of 1974, the Turkish Cypriots 
are deeply fearful of their for- 
mer compatriots, the Greek Cy- 
priots. 

Some of the problems are 
very intractable, such as the 
water shortage which is urg- 
ent now and amid become de- 
sperate. Basically, the island 
uses more water than it re- 
ceives in the form of rain. As 
fresh water Is pumped out of 


existing aquifers for irrigation, 
sea water is taking its place - - 
and thousands of dead citrus 
trees are the sad evidence. 

Undersea ptyrefiae 

There is an ancient legend 
that a clay water vessel drop- 
ped into a stream on the Tur- 
kish mainland reappeared in 
the waters of a spring in the 
mountains above Kyrenia. In 
modern form, this dream of 
water coming from the main- 
land reappears as a $200m. 
project for an undersea pipe- 
line to bring fresh water ac- 
ross to the island. The cost 
would be enormous, relative 
to the small Turkish Cypriot 
economy (GNP for 1977, 
$158m.), but the water could 
also be sold to the Greek is- 
landers- “The development of 
water resources in Cyprus 
cuts right across political and 
community boundaries,” wrote 
.U.N. -water supply expert Hugh 
Dixon in a 1974 report. 

The main activity is agricul- 
ture and the main crop is cit-. 
rus. 

The Turks are setting up 
canning factories in the Mor- 
„ phou area where most of the 
citrus trees are, and exports of 
fruit juice; fruit segments and 
similar products are increasing 
steadily, according to plant ma- 
nagers in Morphou. 

The shops are well stocked, 
but on closer inspection one 
finds that the vast majority of 
the imported items are meant 
for the "shopping tourists” 
who come over from Turkey to 
get things like electrical equip- 
ment which are subject to im- 
port restrictions on the main- 
land. It earns revenue for the 
island but is not an umnixed 
blessing because It also puts 
money into circulation in an 
inflationary manner. 

It 1st a symptom of this in- 
flation as well as evidence of 
a sense of security guaranteed 


by the presence of the Turkish 
army that a residential build- 
ing plot in the most fashionable 
part of the Turkish sector in 
Nicosia can cost up to £30,000 
at present. 

Advantages for eSderiy 

From the point of view of 
older people going to spend a 
period in Cyprus, they will 
find various old-fashioned so* 
dal characteristics which mi- 
ght well be pleasing to many 
of them -- and this is equally 
true of the Greek side. There 
is very little crime, for exam- 
ple, largely because on such a 
small island everybody tends 
to know what everybody else 
is doing. Nobody could drive 
about for long in a stolen car 
without encountering either the 
owner or one of his relatives. 
Schoolchildren are generally 
neat, dean and respectful to- 
wards their elders - - that again 
is tree on both the Greek and 
Turkish sides. The rate of lite- 
racy is far higher than on the 
twainianH , English has been ta- 
ught in schools for a long time, 
so that a great many Turkish 
Cypriots can speak it flu e ntl y. 

There is, and always has be- 
en, a community of retired 
"ancient Britons” as they call 
themselves. They presently nu- 
mber about 200. Some of diem 
gather eed* day in Peter’s Bar 
in Kyrenia to reminisce over 
drinks at costs which would 
delight any hard-drinking pen- 
sioner In Europe.

Malaria is back on the offensive 


The war against malaria, which it seemed possible 
to win a decade ago, is about to intensify once again. 
With the disease beccming more resistant to the clas- 
sic drugs and insecticides, the number of cases is on the 
rise particularly in the developing world.

LONDON, (F.T.). — The 
worldwide incidence of malaria 
has increased alarmingly in the 
past five years. The mosquito- 
borne disease, which appeared 

to be retreating before the ad- 
vance of new drugs and insec- 
ticides only a decade ago, has 
gained a new virulence. Gov- 
ernments in developing coun- 
tries are perturbed that mala- 
ria could frustrate all their 
efforts at economic and social 
progress. 

And the World Health Orga- 
nisation (WHO) Is urgently se- 
eking to inject new life into its 
malaria eradication programme 
-- started in 1955 but recently 
somewhat run down. 

The extent of the epidemic 
was revealed in a special re- 
port prepared by WHO Direc- 
tor General Dr. Half dan Mahler 
and presented to the annual 
World Health Assembly in Ge- 
neva early in May. 

Malaria cases have more 
than doubled across the globe 
over the past five years, says 
the report. In 1972 cases 
were reported. In 1971 there 


were 7.5m. In some countries 
there has been a thirty to forty 
fold increase. But the ■ WHO 
candidly admits its figures are 
"based only on cases that have 
been confirmed by the labora- 
tory and reported by the mal- 
aria services; they therefore re- 
present a considerable under- 
estimate of the actual situa- 
tion." Indeed case figures from 
Africa south of the Sahara are 
not included in these totals be- 
cause cases there "are not re- 
ported on a systematic basis” 

Africa bard Mt 

Africa fa one of the contin- 
ents worst hit by the resurg- 
ence of malaria, hi the absen- 
ce of definite figures, Dr. Mah- 
ler can only say, “In some cou- 
ntries progress towards eradi- 
cation has slowed down and in 
others, particularly in Africa so- 
uth of the Sahara, very little is 
being done for the rural popu- 
lations suffering from raalaria.” 

Other evidence dhows the 
prevalence of malaria in Africa. 
According to one authority ne- 
arly every child aged over .12 
months in tropical Africa has 


malaria. Tanzanian Health Min- 
ister, Dr. L. D. Sterling, in a 
passionate speech calling on 
the World Health Assembly to 
throw its weight behind a re- 
newed malaria eradication pro- 
gramme, declared, “hi Tanzan- 
ia I can count 53 infectious 
diseases not yet eradicated or 
even controlled, and of these 
the greatest is malaria ... This 
is the disease that erodes our 
economic effort, and kills our 
children. Do not look at the 
hospital statistics; the deaths 
are not there. Most of the 
child deaths occur in the vil- 
lage, in less than 12 hours, 
without ever reaching hospit- 
al” 

The Minister concluded, “I 
think malaria control is the 
biggest single challenge facing 
WHO- 1 say this deliberately in 
the knowledge that this orga- 
nisation took up this challenge 
a few years ago, and, as the 
saying goes, burnt its fingers. 
I beg this assembly to look 
again at this problem and hope 
that WHO will return to the 
attack.” 

This Is exactly what the 
WHO is bracing itself to do. 
But in other countries where 
case figures are more readily 
available the situation is just 
as bad. South and South East 
Asia, including Bangladesh, 
India, Sri Lanka, and Thailand, 
are particularly severely hit 
Turkey and Central America 
also show alarmingly high in- 
cidence of malaria. 


Mosquitoes resist a nt 

The main reason for the sp- 
read of the disease; despite 
large scale anti-material prog- 
rammes, is the resistance of 
mosquitoes to chloroquin-based 
preventive drugs and to insec- 
ticides. The most deadly mala- 
ria strain -- plasmodiuxn falci- 
parum - - has become particul- 
arly resistant to 4-aminoquino- 
lines. 

DDT, which is decreasingly eff- 
ective against mosquitoes, is 
still used as a blanket base for 
insecticides in countries striv- 
ing for agricultural develop- 
ment. The result has been an 
increase in malaria in the Vic- 
inity of form projects most 
needed for economic growth. 

The WHO reports resistance 
to chloroquln drags in 20 
untries out of 107 member 
states. There is resistance to 
insecticides In 62 countries 
(25 In Africa, nine in the Ame- 
ricas, 11 in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean, eight in South East 
Asia, two in the Western Paci- 
fic and one in Europe.) 

Preventive measures 

To combat the renewed sp- 
read of malaria the WHO Dir- 
ector General recommends a 
number of measures. He and 
his staff are particularly con- 
cerned about the deleterious 
effects of the disease on socio- 
economic growth in the poor- 
est countries. They therefore 


suggest pinpointing those mo- 
st at risk from malaria, and 
those most crucial to economic 
development, such as children 
and industrial workers, and en- 
suring their protection from 
the disease with drugs. They 

advocate a community-based 
approach to malaria control, 
with malaria eradication prog- 
rammes forming part of affec- 
ted countries’ health plans. 
They promise WHO's assistan- 
ce in training qualified person- 
nel for malaria programmes, 
and they indicate that research 
into the life cycle of the mos- 
quito should help discover the 
cheapest and most effective 
way of killing the vector. 

Further research into potent 
drugs, such as the 8 - - amino- 
quinolines and triazines, shou- 
ld help reduce the resistance 
of the mosquito to drug ther- 
apy. 

Malaria is Europe 

While malaria is flourishing 
in mosquito-ridden countries, 
V is also staging a comeback 
in mosquito-free areas such as 
Europe, in Britain, for examp- 
le, there were 1527 cases in 
1977 with seven deaths, com- 
pared with only 338 cases in 
1972. 

In the first quarter of this 
year there were four deaths, 
and the number of cases is up 
pro rata. According to experts, 
malaria is also a serious prob- 
lem In France and the Soviet 


Union. 

The reason for the rise in 
malaria in Western Europe is 
the cheap availability of air 
travel. British people travel to 
malarious areas without check- 
ing on the right prophylactic 
drug to take (the pfl) may 
vary depending on the area, and 
the degree of resistance to va- 
rious drugs there). They also 
neglect to maintain their doses 
of anti-malaria tablets when 
they return home. Experts re- 
commend continuation of the 
regime for six weeks after re- 
turn from an infected area. 
Particularly badly hit (or care- 
less) are Asian immigrants re- 
turning for holidays to thdr 
homes on the Indian sub-con- 
tinent or in the Far East They 
accounted for half the cases 
in Britain last year. . 

British doctors who treat 
malaria want the gov ernment 
and travel firms to take the 
disease more seriously. They 
would like its dangers adver- 
tised at ports and on travel 
documents. 

The recent WHO report sh- 
ould help them in their cam- 
paign. But the real battlegro- 
und for fl i g h t ing the disease Is 
m the rural areas of the tro- 
pical countries that spawn the 
artophellne mosquito. Govern* 
ment are beginning to steel 
themselves to fight the 
ittd the WHO Is c onti nuing to 
bids them.
